substation a priority

- WILMINGTON — The Board 
of Selectmen will be priori- 
tizing the construction of a 
police and fire substation in 
North Wilmington. 

Following a unanimous vote 
at a board meeting on Aug. 7, 
Town Manager Jeffrey Hull 
will be researching financial 
and geographic considera- 
tions for the project. Deputy 
Chief William Cavanaugh of 
the fire department and 
Chief Joe Desmond of the po- 
lice department were present 
to explain the need for the 
station. 


National Fire Protection As- 
sociation standards dictate 
that the first apparatus at the 
scene of an emergency call 
should arrive within four min- 
utes of the call being re- 
ceived. According to Cava- 
naugh, recent tests done by 
the fire department showed 
that it takes a truck four min- 
utes to make it to North Wil- 
mington station from the pub- 
lic safety building. Anything 
north of that point is there- 
fore not compliant with the 
standard.

Brand Completes 
First Year 


As Superintendent of 
Schools Glenn Brand com- 
pleted his first year on the 
job, the School Committee 
reviewed his performance, 
as per policy. Categories for 
review included instruction- 
al leadership, management 
and operations, family and 
community engagement, and 
professional culture. 

The committee gave Brand 
a score of “Proficient,” the 
second highest category, in 
all categories, at evaluations 
read into the record at a 
meeting on April 24. 

The committee also evalu- 
ated Brand’s progress tow- 
ard his three performance 
goals, which included imple- 
mentation of an entry plan, 
coordinated program review, 


and strategic plan devel-. 


opment. They assessed that 
Brand had met the former 
two goals, and made signifi- 
cant toward the latter. 


_ Debate over Gymnastics 


As the 2019-2020 school year 
inched closer, interested stu- 
dents and parents began to 
put: pressure on the School 
Committee and Superinten- 
dent to consider adding a 
varsity gymnastics program 
at Wilmington High School. 
At a meeting on June 12, 
students and parents both 
Spoke up to offer their sup- 
port for a gymnastics pro- 
gram, even one offered in 
conjunction with another 
school district or coached on 
a volunteer basis.

the school they love, and the 
town they love, and repre- 
senting them with their tal- 
ent, and the sport they love,” 
said parent Natalie Haydach. 

Brand had stated that cur- 
rent absence of such a pro- 
gram was a budgetary issue, 
and that such a program had 
not been planned for in the 
FY 2020 budget. He did pro- 
mise to work closely with the 
athletic department to ex- 
plore whether funding such 
a program would be possible 
in FY 2021. 


Vaping Discussion 


The Vaping Committee, 
which includes community 
members, students, and 
teachers, presented its find- 
ings and suggestions at a 
meeting on May 8. 

The committee’s primary 
goal was to update language 
in the student handbook to 
more accurately address the 
issue of students vaping, par- 
ticularly on school premises. 
The committee’s formation 
came on the heels of a vari- 
ety of vaping-related issues 
at the high school, including 
student concerns over limit- 
ed bathroom access as staff 
tried to limit vaping opportu- 
nities. 

Brand noted that the policy 
changes, which include in- 
creasing awareness of vap- 
ing, implementing diversion- 
ary programming, and using 
more robust detection poli- 
cies, had been run by the 
district’s attorney and that 
no issues or contradictions 
precluding its approval had 
been found. 

“It’s just another way that 
we’re kind of able to collabo- 
rate with the schools and on 
the community level to... 
make sure everyone’s on the 
same page and getting wrap- 
ped around supports,” said 
Wilmington Health and Re- 
covery Coordinator Saman- 
tha Reif.

In his career, 
he built many fireplaces, 
rock gardens, greenhouse 
chimneys, foundations and 
other works in the area.

This week was marked by 
what is a huge disaster for 
Sturgis St. families in Wo- 
burn, but one can clearly 
say that the fire mutual 
aid process saved so much 
more, as evident in seeing 
the scene and even from 
viewing the excellent pho- 
tographs of the multi- 
alarm fire on television 
clips. 

The distance between the 
homes where the three 
decker fire occurred is nar- 
row, aS we compare this to 
the normal distance be- 
tween homes (but it has 
served as great housing for 
many families over the 
years). 

This past week around 
dawn, police and fire per- 
sonnel raced to the Wo- 
burn scene, just around 
the corner of Warren Ave- 
nue near the former 
Choate Memorial Hospital. 
Firefighters seemed to re- 
port the basement area as 
the need for concentration 
to get water, as engine and 
ladder companies arrived 
at the scene. 

Soon the officer in charge

soon by added alarms to 
bring communities from 
Malden, Medford and Mel- 
rose into Woburn in addi- 
tion to Winchester, Bur- 
lington and Stoneham. 
The nature of the fire in 
the small space between 
the three decker units was 
clearly the need to try and 
stop the building fire but in 
addition to that the neces- 
sity of protecting all the 
exposures was essential. I 


especially saw the power 
of the Woburn tower pour- 
ing water on the fire build- 
ing to try and limit or 
knock down the fire as well 
as the Medford ladder in a 
second photo elevated to 
send a stream to the east 
side of the fire to add more 
fire power to knock down 
the flames and heat from 
the fire from an adjacent 
three decker. You had to 
say this was an incredible 
job well done. 

Motorists during the ear- 
ly morning hours saw Mal- 
den backed into the Dr. 
Thomas Glennon Engine 1 
Fire Station at the corner 
of Hudson Street to cover 
the South End section of 
Woburn just as in North 
Woburn a Melrose engine 
company made several 
runs as they were covering 
Engine 2’s station at the 
corner of Main and East 
Nichols Street. 

Mutual aid has been in 
place in the area of fire 
service for decades and 
one wonders how we ever 
could have survived with- 
out it. The communica- 
tion, equipment and staf- 
fing from these depart- 
ments when called to any 
location goes into a target- 
ed assistance mode, as 
controlled via radio either 
direct or through individ- 
ual station contacts. 

They know coming into 
another community where 
the chief or ranking local 
controlling officer needs 
them for direct fire assis- 
tance at the scene or cov- 
ering fire stations with so 
called “pilots” assigned to 
work with outside fire- 
fighters relative to local 
geography.

plan worked in Woburn 
and has been done equally 
for all communities in the 
area as there is something 
very special to “all hands 
on deck” among the com- 
munities when called.

from six to 11 minutes to ar- 
rive at the north end of 
Fiorenza Drive and Andover 
Street. It recently took a ve- 
hicle eight minutes to re- 
spond to Research Drive, off 
of Ballardvale Street. 

“Eight minutes is... it’s 
unacceptable. You’re fighting 
uphill at that point, so it’s a 
difficult number to swallow,” 
said Cavanaugh, noting ex- 
tremely time sensitive nature 
of both fires and medical 
emergencies. 

Cavanaugh also stated that 
with the addition of eight 
new firefighters approved at 
last Town Meeting, and the 
new Engine 1 expected to be 
added to the fleet in March 
or April of 2020, the town will 
have both enough manpower 
and enough equipment to 
staff a substation. 

In response to questions 
about logistics, Cavanaugh 
stated that the plan would be 
tO move an engine and an 
ambulance to the new substa- 
tion. The substation would 
likely be located on Andover 
Street to facilitate access to 
the far northern end of town. 

Desmond added that even 
just having a bay for a cruiser 
and a place for a police offi- 
cer to write a report would be 
of help to the police depart- 
ment. He also added that stor- 
age space is currently limited 
at.the public safety building. 

“Time flies by, but that sta- 
tion, it’s been 2001 since we 
built that, and obviously stor- 
age is an issue,” said Des- 
mond. 

Desmond added that the 
substation would provide the 
department with additional 
capacity for training. 
‘Members of the board spoke 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
building the substation, and 
including both police and fire 
in the building. 

“Selectman Michael McCoy 
stated that the new substa- 


tion should be “priority num- 
ber one”. He also suggested 
that the town could build it 
without raising taxes. 

“I think that we don’t have 
to raise a tax dollar in this 
community. I think we should 
just take that money from 
free cash, build a brand new 
fire substation slash police 
substation, in that area, and 
be done with it,” said McCoy. 

(Hull cautioned against dip- 
ping into free cash hastily. ) 

Selectman Jomarie O’Ma- 
hony noted that response 
time issues affect both the 
fire and police departments, 
and that despite having re- 
ferred to it as a “fire” substa- 
tion in the past, it should in- 
clude police, as well. 

“We can’t expect the police 
department to be on constant 
patrol. It makes sense to 
have it be a safety building 
substation,” said O’Mahony. 

Selectman Jonathan Eaton 
said that increasing popula- 
tion and increasing traffic 
have increased the workload 
for both police and fire. Da- 
ting back to 2004, Eaton stat- 
ed that fire department runs 
have increased by over 63 
percent, and ambulance runs 
have increased by just under 
70 percent. He also stated 
that mutual aid has increased 
by almost 24 percent. 

He also stated that, accord- 
ing to Town Crier archives, 
the Board of Selectman has 
been discussing the issue of 
trains blocking Route 62 at 
North Wilmington station 
since at least July of 1992. 

“I think that this is a real 
problem, I think that it is 
something we should priori- 
tize,” Eaton said. 

“T just want to reiterate to 
the public that the hiring of 
the eight new firefighters 
and the staffing that we have 
at the police department will 
be sufficient enough to cover 
a substation without adding 
new personnel,” added Sel- 
ectman Kevin Caira.

Oberg’s incredible season cut short

COLORADO - Just several 
weeks after taking over as 
the team's new 'closer' in 
the bullpen, former 
‘ewksbury Memorial High 
School standout pitcher 
scott Oberg's best season of 
his professional career has 
énded, when the Colorado 
Rockies announced on 
Sunday that he was placed 
yn the Injured List with 
axillary artery thrombosis', 
which is blood clots in his 
arm', and injury which pre- 
viously occurred during the 
2016 season. 

According to the Denver 
Post, Oberg was hospitalized 
on Saturday night and had a 
successful procedure done to 
dissolve the clot. Oberg was 
back with the team on 
Sunday and early reports 
indicated that he should be 
OK moving forward. 

‘The Athletic’ reported on 
Monday that Oberg was 
planning on seeing a special- 
ist in St. Louis this week to 
see if the blood clot issue is 
a-pattern and determine 
how serious/dangerous it is. 

“His arm felt heavy. It just 
didn’t feel normal, so he was 


ametsgn 


alarmed,” said Rockies' 
Manager Bud Black to the 
Denver Post on Sunday. “In 
simplest terms, (it’s a) 
blood clot in the arm, he had 
it dissolved, and from what 
happens today moving for- 
ward, I’ll be kept abreast of 
what happens. That’s as far 
as I know.” 

Oberg recorded his fifth 
save of the season on Friday 
night in a 3-0 win over the 
Miami Marlins. He finishes 
the season with a 6-1 record 
and a 2.25 ERA, which 
includes an incredible 1.71 
ERA in 28 appearances at 
Coors Field. 

Back in 2016, it was 
revealed that Oberg had four 
blood clots -- the first in his 
right shoulder, near his 
armpit and the other three 
were in each of his arteries 
to his hand. From there his 
doctor made an incision into 
Oberg's right forearm and 
into the artery, where an 
inflated balloon was placed 
in order to pull out the two 
of clots in his arteries and 
another incision was made 
below his thumb to get the 
third one out. However, the 
doctor could not get the last 
clot out from the right shoul- 
der. 


From there Oberg went on 
blood thinners - which 
worked very well to help 
eliminate the other clots. 
Two weeks went by and 
Oberg had to fly to St. Louis 
for another procedure. He 
was put under anesthesia 
and another shot of dye ran 
through his body to see 
exactly where the last blood 
clot was located and this 
time the doctor went in and 
was able to move the artery 
to a different spot in his 
arm/shoulder so Oberg 
could continue to use his 
current throwing motion, all 
the while eliminating any 
future blood clots in his 
shoulder. 

After a minor setback due 
to an infection to the 
sutures, Oberg went through 
physical therapy and fully 
recovered from the blood 
clots for the 2017 season. 

“There was a little bit of 
uncertainty on how I was 
going to progress and how I 
was going to come out of the 
surgery,” Oberg said to the 
Post during spring training 
2017. “But fortunately, I was 
able to have a fairly normal 
offseason. I began throwing 
the week after 
Thanksgiving.”

However, if you are open to see- 
ing a variety of shows, there are 
several ways to purchase dis- 
counted tickets to current, popu- 
lar shows. 

TKTS Booths, Ticket Lotter- 
ies, and Rush Tickets are your 
best options for getting dis- 
count Broadway tickets. But be- 
cause the tickets are sold on 
the day of the show, your choice 
of shows may be limited. 

After you take in a show, be 
sure to take a walk through 
Times Square. Located in the 
heart of the theatre district, 
Times Square is the home of 
the famous New Year’s Eve ball 
drop, and offers lights and 
sites, as well as many dining 
and shopping options.

To get panoramic views of the 
city, visit one of three observa- 
tion decks; the iconic Empire 
State Building, the World Ob- 
servatory at the Freedom Tow- 
er, or the Top of the Rock at 
Rockefeller Center. Tickets are 
required for each of these sites, 
and it is best to purchase them 
in advance to avoid waiting in 
long lines. You can research 
online the price and hours to 
find the view that is right for 
you. 

To enjoy beautiful, unobstruc- 
ted views. of Manhattan’s sky- 
line, you can take a ride on the 
ferry. The East River Ferry 
costs only $2.75 a ticket per per- 
son, and the Staten Island ferry 
is free, and also boast a great 
view of the statue of Liberty. 

If you prefer to travel by the 
seat of your pants, and don’t 
want to plan too much of your 
trip, there is plenty to see and 
do in NYC as long as you don’t 
mind a fair amount of walking. 
There is a lot to see just walk- 
ing down iconic streets like 
Wall Street, Broadway and 5th
